produce. One thing is for sure: we 
can no longer rely on being able to 
bury it in landfill sites. 

There are two reasons why our reliance 
on landfill must, after hundreds of 
years, finally come to an end: 

■ Firstly, there are the environmental 
implications. As organic matter 
breaks down, it produces damaging 
greenhouse gases such as methane, 
which contribute more towards 
global warming than vehicle 


emissions. In addition, using recycled 
materials to manufacture new items 
consumes less energy than using raw 
materials. So, by recycling you are 
helping to preserve natural resources 
and protect the environment for 
yourself and for future generations. 

■ As if that wasn't reason enough, 
then there's the financial incentive 
to bury less of our rubbish in the 
ground. A massive reduction in the 
amount of waste we send to landfill 
is required if we are to avoid the 
heavy fines and the landfill taxes 
that are being imposed by Central 
Government on councils that exceed 
their 'landfill allocations'. Increases 
in your Council Tax or service cuts 
would be the only way of paying 
these penalties. 


In Kingston, we currently recycle 25% of 
our waste, but we have set ourselves a 
target of boosting our recycling rate to 
40% over the next 18 months. The new 
Recycling and Landfill Waste Collection 
Service will be fundamental in helping 
us achieve that. The other key element, 
of course, will be the support and 
efforts of residents - and a willingness 
to try something new. 

Households involved in the Berrylands 
Trial have shown it can be done. Using 
a similar service, they have achieved a 
40% reduction in landfill waste. Let's 
all do our bit to try and replicate that 
success across the borough and become 
one of the country's top recyclers.

Plan to save New Malden High Street is scrapped 


The saga of New Malden High 
Street took another unwelcome 
turn this week, when it was an¬ 
nounced that a plan to save the 
road would have to be scrapped. 

Officers had hoped to pour a new 
layer of material on the road, bringing 
it up to pavement level, to stop it crum¬ 
bling. 

But it has since emerged that the plan 
will expose the whole area to flooding, 
because there would be no drains. 

More than £2.3m has been sunk into 
the scheme since 2005, with the council 
admitting that even the most recent dis¬ 
ruption over June and July was little 
more than a “delaying tactic” to prevent 
the street crumbling away 

Businesses, residents and shoppers 
have been plagued with regular road¬ 
works since Kingston Council decided

to make the street more pedestrian- 
friendly three years ago - a move that 
has since backfired spectacularly 

The latest approach, dubbed risky 
even by council highways officers, has 
now been completely ruled out accord¬ 
ing to Maidens and Coombe neighbour¬ 
hood committee chairman Councillor 
Patrick Codd. 

He said: “Right now we are racking 
our brains as to how exactly we can pro¬ 
ceed. 

“We can’t strengthen it from the top, 
because we can’t raise the pavements, 
so we would have no gutters - and with 
no guttering it would be liable to flood. 

“We’ve already had serious flooding 
in previous years so we’re having a full

rethink on how to deal with that. 

“The easiest answer would be to 
spend £2.5m and rip up everything 


down to six feet, but we have to try to 
work around that. 

“The investigation we made around 
Tudor Williams in June and July this 
year shows there are still problems, so 
we’re going to have to do something 
quite radical. The moment we have 
worked out something we’ll inform ev¬ 
erybody” 

Coun Codd added that his key priority 
was “ensuring the High Street keeps 
running as efficiently as possible” to en¬ 
sure businesses were able to keep trad¬ 
ing. 

He said: “Otherwise I appreciate we 
will have shops closing and with the 
times we have got at the moment that 
will be very bad news for New Malden.”

Animals need protection

A spate of dog attacks in Rich¬ 
mond Park has led to renewed 
calls to protect the wildlife 
living there. 

In recent months there have 
been three reported incidents 
where out-of-control canines 
have launched themselves at 
park animals. 

The most serious case, heard 
at Richmond Magistrates’ 
Court on August 21, involved a 
dog mauling a deer by biting it 
on the side of the face and the 
ear. Subsequently, the deer had 
to be put down. 

The woman walking the dog, 
Gemeli Power, a nanny from 
north London, was convicted 
under the Dangerous Dogs Act 
but given an absolute discharge. 

The chairman of the Friends 
of Richmond Park, Ron Cromp¬ 
ton, said: “Dog walking in the 
park is on the increase and the 
conflict between dogs and park 
wildlife is becoming a real 
problem.” 

Another deer suffered in¬ 
juries after a dog attack in July 
As the injuries were not serious 
the owner escaped with a police 
caution. 

Mark Foden, Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice Inspector at the Royal 
Parks, said such incidents were

taken very seriously and that 
prosecution could result from 
offences involving dogs. 

Last year the park lost every 
cygnet born to what staff 
believe to be a combination of 
fox and dog attacks. 

Man’s best friend has also 
been blamed for the loss of 
several species in the park, 
including hares, weasels and 


stoats. They are also thought to 
have caused a drop in the bird 
population. 

Park manager and dog owner 
Simon Richards stressed that 
the royal parks was not mount¬ 
ing any kind of anti-dog cam¬ 
paign. 

He said: “Everyone is wel¬ 
come in Richmond Park but we 
expect them to behave responsi¬ 


bly and thoughtfully. As far as 
dog owners are concerned that 
means keeping your dog under 
control at all times. 

“Observing seasonal notices 
has been shown to be of consid¬ 
erable benefit to wildlife.”

String of fires raises fears 
over serial arsonist spree

A string of fires in New Malden 
since Friday has led to fears a 
serial arsonist is on the prowl. 

The spate of fires began when 
firefighters were called to a 
house in Queen’s Road, where 
stacks of wood piled against a 
garden shed had been deliber¬ 
ately set alight in several loca¬ 
tions. 

The same house was targeted 
two months ago, in what was 
initially believed to be an isolat¬ 
ed incident, but specialists from

the fire brigade’s arson task 
force are now investigating 
whether the incidents are 
linked. 

Firestarters were at it again 
mere yards away on September 
28, when piles of rubbish at the 
rear of Vac Electric in Burling¬ 
ton Road were set alight by a 
man who one witness saw es¬ 
cape on the 131 bus. 


New Malden firefighters were 
also called to a car fire in the 
town on September 29. 

Bob Bray, from the London 
Fire Brigade arson task force, 
said he was looking into 
whether the recent incidents 
were linked, adding he would be 
searching for patterns among 
every fire the service was called 
to in the town in the past 12 
months. 

He said: “These fires were de¬ 
liberately set - wet rubbish at 


the back of a shop doesn’t just 
catch fire. 

“Our big problem is getting 
fuel off the streets by getting 
shop owners to remove packag¬ 
ing and wooden pallets.” 

Mr Bray said he had placed 
arson attack boards in the area 
asking residents to get in touch 
with Crimestoppers anony¬ 
mously on 0800 555111 with any 
information. Or call PC Chris 
Lunt from Kingston police on 
020 8247 4909.

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Not enough kits for 
teen sex health tests 


Teenagers have been turned away 
from sexual health check-ups be¬ 
cause of a shortage of chlamydia 
test kits, a leading GP has claimed. 

Dr Charles Alessi of Churchill 
medical practice said Kingston Pri¬ 
mary Care Trust (PCT) had not or¬ 
dered enough of the swabs, which 
detect the sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease. 

But the PCT blamed “teething 
problems” and said practices may 
have underestimated demand. 

“We have been screaming for 
testing kits,” said Dr Alessi. “We 
were given 18 testing kits and we 
have a population of 14,000, which 
is a complete farce. 

“It is ever so sad. We have had to 
turn away some patients and these 
are teenagers. You turn them away 
and they never come back.”

The test kits have been handed 
out across Kingston as part of a 
campaign timed to coincide with 
the return of students to the town. 

Carole Robinson, practice man¬ 
ager at Fairhill medical practice, 
which registered 1,000 student pa¬ 
tients at the University Health 
Centre, admitted there had been a 
brief shortage last week. 

The practice has successfully car¬ 
ried out about 120 tests since the 
beginning of term. She said: “I 
have a box of kits here. They [the 
PCT] has certainly come up 
trumps for us.” 

A PCT spokesman said: “With the 
launch of any newly developing 
service there are always minor 


teething problems. 

“New sites, which include GP 
practices, who are coming on to the 
screening programme, frequently 
underestimate the demand for the 
service. 

“However, our chlamydia screen¬ 
ing programme office responds 
promptly to requests for further 
kits and any problems are dealt 
with as a matter of urgency.” 

Chlamydia effects both men and 
women, although young women 
are more at risk. Since the sum¬ 
mer, the PCT has handed out 12,050 
kits to GPs and young people but 
only 3,841 tests have been returned 
so far.

After 18 years buried underneath 
a town centre shop, three time 
capsules buried by children at 
Latchmere School in 1990 were 
opened last week. 

In July, builders working on the 
new Place to Eat restaurant in 
Kingston’s John Lewis found the 
capsules, which had been buried 
by gold, silver and violet classes 
and date back to 1990, 

Six year 2 pupils went back to 
the store last week to bury new 
time capsules and opened the 
original shoe boxes in a special 
assembly on September 25, after 
singing 90s-inspired songs such 
as Magic Penny and I Can Sing a 
Rainbow. 

Stuffed among the boxes were 
old photographs of the school, 
artwork, plans of the school site, 
books about the school and a cas¬ 
sette compiled by former pupils. 

The mysteries of time were not 
fully unravelled, however, with 
the discovery of an old cam¬ 
corder tape in one of the boxes. 
Technology has moved on suffi¬ 
ciently to mean the school must 
now find equipment to play it on. 

Catrin Lewis, six, helped open 
the gold time capsule. 

She said: “It was difficult to 
open because it was all dusty and 
had been stuck down really tight¬ 
ly but it was very exciting.” 

Deputy headteacher Jane John¬ 
ston was a class teacher when the 


box was buried. She said opening 
the boxes had brought the memo¬ 
ries flooding back. 

“It was just amazing - I can’t 
believe the contents have kept so 


well and I’m desperate to see 
what’s on the video,” she said.

Dealer in coke 
had £llk cash 


Kingston police have seized more than 
£11,000 from a convicted drug dealer. 

Lee Tanner, 26 of Skerne Walk, was 
jailed for three-and-a-half years at 
Kingston Crown Court on September 
18, after he admitted possessing co¬ 
caine with intent to supply and two 
counts of money laundering. 

Kingston Magistrates’ Court then 
granted a forfeiture order of £11,361 
on September 24, after officers made a 
presentation to the court in an unop¬ 
posed hearing. 

Officers found cocaine with a street 
value of £1,500 and £315 cash when he 
was stopped on Tanner for driving of¬ 
fences on March 23. 

A search of his home later revealed 
more cocaine and money.

Fund ‘waits’ for 
hospital to use it 


Nearly £750,000, set aside to treat people 
with serious skin diseases, has been sit¬ 
ting in the bank for more than eight years, 
Kingston Hospital has admitted. 

A top consultant successfully applied for 
the cash in 2001 to give eczema, psoriasis 
and skin cancer patients dedicated treat¬ 
ment, rather than being “squashed” be¬ 
side the physiotherapist department. 

But the hospital’s plans for a dermatolo¬ 
gy day care unit have fallen through twice 
and last week, the acting chief executive 
of Kingston Hospital admitted the plans 
had gone nowhere. 

A patient, Nigel Walsh, said: “It is not ac¬ 
ceptable. They have had the money since 
2001. I am no mathematician but, in my 
book, even if the interest is only 5 per cent 
it is now over Elm. I think it is ridiculous 
that they haven’t done it.” 

Consultant Dr Klaus Misch successfully 
bid for the £727,000 to build a unit where 
patients with severe skin diseases, or 
needing surgery for skin cancer, could be 
treated with the help of specialist nurses. 

He said: “When I got the money I was re-

ally pleased, but unfortunately it hasn’t 
happened. I think frustrations are rising.” 

Defending the time taken, acting chief 
executive Alan Pearse, said: “It was quite 
a long time ago that money was an¬ 
nounced to the trust. 

“We have had quite a torturous path. 
There have been a number of plans to 
build a dermatology day-care unit. Unfor¬ 
tunately these haven’t come to fruition.” 

At first, the hospital planned to put the 
ward in the old accident and emergency 
unit, but the hospital said the plans had 
gone over budget. 

A second attempt to house the depart¬ 
ment on the bottom floor of the old nurs¬ 
es’ accommodation fell through when the 
housing association, which was to take on 
the rest of the block, walked away.

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : VAUXHALL INSIGNIA RANGE 


Badge of honour 

The Vauxhall Vectra was a stalwart of the fleet 
sector, but Vauxhall wants more from its 
Insignia replacement. Steve Walker reports 



More striking to look at than 
the Vectra but also more spa¬ 
cious and with an improved en¬ 
gine range, the Vauxhall 
Insignia looks like a winner. 
The optional four-wheel-drive 
system should go down well at 
the top end of the range help¬ 
ing the Insignia to extend its 
appeal to more private buyers. 

The Insignia is offered with 
five engines initially. For petrol 
buyers, there’s an entry-level 
1.8-litre 140PS ECOTEC unit, 
then a rather large gap to a 
220PS 2.0-litre turbocharged 
unit, sitting below a 2.8-litre V6 
260PS range-topper. If you 
want a CDTi diesel, there are a 
couple of fresh 2.0-litre ones, 
developing either 130 or 160PS. 
The Insignia is offered in two 
or four-wheel-drive guise. 

Offered as a five-door, a four- 
door or an estate, this car tries 
for a dynamic, head-turning 
appearance and isn’t unsuc¬ 
cessful. The five-door hatch 
and four-door saloon versions 
are nigh-on impossible to dis¬ 
tinguish at a glance. Both have 
the same bowed roofline which 
drops dramatically towards the 
rear and, the Insignia’s signa¬ 
ture stylistic device, the 


“blade” feature that’s cutaway 
behind the front wheel arches. 
The result is as easy on the air 
as it is on the eye with Vaux¬ 
hall claiming the sector’s best 
aerodynamics at 0.27Cd, which 
is one of the most slippery 
shapes of any car full stop. 

The car is 21mm longer than 
the old Vectra at 4,820mm, and 
50mm wider. The Vectra wasn’t 
a cramped offering itself but 
the Insignia improves passen¬ 
ger space partly through these 
larger exterior dimensions and 
partly through a wheelbase 
that’s extended by 35mm. 

The range theoretically 
starts at ‘S’ level, but that’s re¬ 
ally a fleet-orientated model. 
For most private buyers, the 
entry-level point to Insignia 
motoring will be at Exclusiv 
level where there’s a decent 
level of standard equipment 
that runs to ABS brakes and 
ESP stability control, automat¬ 
ic headlamps, electric adjust¬ 
ment of the driver’s seat height 
and lumber support, single¬ 
zone air conditioned climate 
control front, side and curtain 
airbags and even cruise con¬ 
trol. Above this level sit SE, 
Elite and sporty SRi variants. 


The Vauxhall Insignia marks the start 
of a new era for the brand and there's 
plenty of reasons for optimism. 

The Insignia looks a desirable, clever¬ 
ly designed package that will give rivals 
something to think about.
